FLORIDA STATE UNIVERSITY 


One of the two senior universities in Florida’s univers 
system, Florida State University has shown  speetacu 
growth ice, in 1947, it was converted from Florida State 
College for Women with about 2,500 students to co-educa- 
tional Florida State University. It has become, for instance 
one of the foremost centers of graduate education in the 
South and in 12 years has awarded more than 500 doctorates. 
The doctorate is offered in 35 fields. Enrollment i pproach- 
ing 12,000 and by 1970 is expected to be 15,000, including 
4,000 graduate students, 


Freshmen enter the Division of Basic Studies in the Col- 
lege of Arts and Science and for two years their instruction 
is in the basic knowledge and skills of communication, 
history, social science, humanities, natural sciences and 
personal development. At the start of the junior year 
students may continue in the College of Arts and Sciences 
or spec ional training in any of eight other 
schools, SU offers professional training in business, ed- 
ucation, engineering science, music, social welfare, nurs- 
ing, home economies and libyary work. 


A main campus of more than 315 acres contains a growing 
number of functionally designed classroom and laborato! 
buildings and large dormitories. Among the newer structures 
is one housing the Institute of Molecular Biophysics, which is 
supported by a §3 million grant from the Atomic Energy 
Commission. A Nuclear Rescarch Building is nearby and 
this seienee center area of the campus eventually will have 
19 large buildings devoted to studies in biology, chemistry, 
physics, meteorology, mathematics, geology, oceanography, 
space biosciences and other sciences. 


A $26 million building program -- largest in University 
history -- is currently under way. Finishing touches ave 
being put on $2.5 million University Union near the 
center of the campus, a new residence hall with twin spires 
of eight stories each, a five-story Psychology Research 
Building, and an eight-story Physics Research Building. 
In addition to the main campus, Florida State has a Unive 
sity Farm. two miles from the campus and off-campus apart- 
ment village housing several hundved married students and 
their families.

Dr. Gordon W. Blackwell is 
nning his fourth year as 
ident of Movida State Uni- 
y this fall, A social seien- 
tist, he is widely known for his 
scholarship, including author- 
ip of five books and scores of 
articles, For several years he 
was editor of the journal Soe- 
ial Forces, and he directed the 
Tnstitute for Researeh in Soc 
inl Science at the University 
of North Carolina for 14 year 
Prior to assuming the presi- 
dency of Florida State in 1960 
Dr. Blackwell was chancellor 
of the Woman's College of the 
University of North Carolina 
at Greensboro for three and 
one-half yea 

Born at Timmonsyille, $.C., April 27, L911, the son of a 
Baptist minister, Blackwell graduated summa cum laude 
from Furman University in 1932. He received the master of 
aris degree from the University of North Carolina in 1933 
and the Ph. D. degree from Harvard University in 1940, 
After research work with several government agencies from 
until 1936, he joined the faculty of Furn Univer- 
sity, where he served from 1937 to 1941, He a member 
of the faculty of the University of North Carolina for a 
short time before serving for two years as community or- 
ganization specialist in the Office of Civilian Defense during 
World War IL. Dr. Blackwell returned to University of North 
Carolina in 1944 as a professor and director of the Institute 
for Research in Social Science. 

The University’ ident has been active in several 
professional orgar evved as a member of 
the Council of the American Sociologieal Society; as viee 
president of the Rural Sociological Society; vice president 
of the Southern Sociological Society; and is a member of the 
Jommission on Administrative Affairs of the American 
Gouneil on Education, In May, 1968, he was named to the 
Executive Committee of the State Universities Association,

During Manch four seasons, Red Drew's Crim- 
son Tide rolled up a 30-9-2 record and played in three major 
bowl games—against Duke in the 1945 Sugar Bowl, Southern 
California in the 1946 Rose Bowl, and Texas in the 1948 
Sugar Bowl, 


He was such a standout in the (5 Sugar Bowl that he 
was named to the All-Time Sugar Bowl team (1s 
period).

Beginning his fifth year as 
Florida State’s head football 
coach, Bill Peterson has already 
been recognized as one of the 
on’s most capable lead- 


When Peterson assumed his 
present position in 1960, he did 
so with the avowed purpose of 
lifting the Seminoles to the top 
of the tough Southeastern foot- 
ball heap. In four seasons, the 
Florida State team has made 
great strides, earning the re- 
spect of all opponents with their 
hard-hitting brand of play. 


During this brief period, Peterson has instilled a pride 
and winning spirit heretofore unknown at this young uni- 


versity. He was named national “Coach of the Week” by 
United Press International following the Seminoles’ 24-0 
victory over Miami in last year's opener, becomi the 


first Mlorida State coach ever to receive such recognition. 


His leadership is not restricted to the football field. He 
is a member and prominent figure in. the Fellows! of 
Christian Athletes, and continues to win friends and. sup-

Based upon what I saw in spring practice and in our 
annual Garnet and Gold game this year, 'd say we have s 
strong nucleus to build a tezm around next fall. As usual, 
we have a tough schedule with no breathers, but we're 
playing some of the big ones at home for a change— 
Kentucky and Florida, for instance, 


Besause of the more liberal substitution rule, we're plan- 
ning to go with a two-team system this season, feeling that 
by concentration on offensive and defensive specialization 
we'll be able to strengthen the team in both departments. 


We lost some extremely good football play by pradua- 
tion, five of whom signed professional contracts, Half- 
back Dave Snyder, and fullbacks Larry Brinkley and Marion 
Roberts carried our running game last fall and were our 
three leading ground gainers. Charlie Calhoun was our 
punter and one of the best defensive backs in the South, 
Chuck Robinson was an outstanding guard-linebacker and 
a three-year veteran, 


All of these players were excellent defensive men, and 
their departure left a big hole in our defensive secondary. 
The loss of Calhoun’s punting will also hurt. Other losses 
were Bill Daly, a fine center, and Jerry Bruner and Fer- 
rell Henry, both good interior linemen. 


We have another problem, but it’s the kind any coach 
would like to have. I believe Steve Tensi and Hd Pritchett 
are two of the hest quarterbacks to be found on one team, 
and it's going to be tough deciding which one to play. 
Tensi is a great passer and had a tremendous spring. 
Pritchett can also throw, and is a dangerous runner. We 
plan to use both of them, hoping to give some yariety to 
our offense. 


Our passing game should be strong with Tensi, Pritchett 
and all of our receivers returning. Fred Biletnikoff led the 
team in receiving last season from his flanker position and 
should be ready for a great senior year. 


This boy is an athlete and has everything it takes— 
speed, deception and hands.
